_being used as a Seamen's club under the name of Lien Nyi (AK & FA . 
_This club is not Licensed and Is used exclusively by the Cantonese 


.crews of trans-Pacific steamers. 


One of the signatures to the attached letter 
addressed to Waung Shou Hwa(l= a # ), the Chairman of the 
General Lebour Union, “Laene Shih Ching (4% 9 ii ) is a partner in 
_ the ship's chandler concern “Luen Hop Co.” but he was not present 
_when the premises were searched and_is said to have gone to 
| Canton. The other two persons whose names appear ‘on the 
“attached letter, i.e. Chen Yung(%f 4H ) ana Ho Yin Chien@/# &]), 
could not be identified with either tne Luen Hop Co. or the 
Lien Nyi Club. 


During a thorough search of these premises, 
_& quantity of anti-Sun Chuan Fang pamphiets, a number of books 


_ conta ining extreme radical views were seen, but nothing of a 
_really Communistic nature was discovered. 
/:The official from the 26th Nationalist Army Headquarters stated 
| 


_ that, in the absence of the three persons whose names are 
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{mentioned in the letter to Waung Shou Hwa, he did not think 
lat necessary to make any arrests and in view of the fact 
: 


that no actually communistic propaganda was found on the 


premises, I agreed, and no arrests were made. At the same 


time, the employees of the shop were warned to burn the 


Anti-Sun Chuan Fang pamphlets and in future, confine themselves 
1to business. 

| The attention of the Inspector in charge of Hongkew Station has 
| Been drawn to the existence of the unlicensed Seamen's Club on
